But among all the opinions of rep- 
resentat! ve clergymen, not one is put on 
record, as favoring war, even under the 
most aggravatíng circumstances. On ihe 
other hand, throughotit the entire land, 
the Sabbath following the Presidents' 
message, leading ministers took a strong 
and decided attitude against any manifes- 
tation of a belligerent spirit in the con- 
troversy which was pending between the 
United States and Great Britian. Chris- 
tianity has gained the day. The Prince 
of Peace holds siipremacy in the heartsof 
Christian people. Christianity is apposed 
to war. Letus praise God for the blessed 
influence of the religion of Jesús. May 
his kingdom come.
